The Indian tendency seema to t>e 
to retain the main principles and 
forma of Hinduism, but to revivify 
them with tbe more generous aad al- 
truistic spirit of Western religion. As 
one missionary teacher expressed It, 
tbe future religion of Indlna will l>e 
Chrlatlan In aplrit. but with Hinduism 
aad tbe Indian aacred booka aa th* 
Old Testsmaat Oirlatlan Herald.

Tbe battle 
continued for three days, and was 
conducted with much ferocity on both 
sides. Two hundred of the Indians 
were slain, while of General Jack- 
son's force IS were killed and 70 
wounded. The victory waa particular- 
ly gratifying to General Jackson. Dur- 
ing the winter bis troops had been 
poorly provisioned and as a result 
much dissatisfaction began to mani- 
fest Itself. .Many of the soldiers had 
deserted and returned to their homes 
in Tennessee. Those who were left 
half-starved, began to threaten mu- 
tiny, and It required General Jackson's 
greatest efforts to keep the insultordl- 
nates down. Tbe battle of Oakfuakaa 
revived the aplrita of the army and 
contributed In no email degree to the 
winning o( tbs deeUlTS battle that 
was soon to bs isagbt at 
Bend.

Almonte, the min- 
ister, at once demanded hispassports, 
and Gen. Zachary Taylor was order- 
ed from Loniaiana to Taxaa. The 

real (|uestion was a boundary dis- 
pute, and Mexico demanded to be 
allowed to fix the boundary line. 
What had been the Mexican state of 
CMiaila, east of the Rio Grande, 
was the disiiutnl territory and Gen. 
Taylor was sent to help Texas hold 
that territory. He had 5,500 men at 
the mouth of the Neuces at the close 
of 1845. On Mar. 8, 1846. Taylor 
advanced to what is now Brownsville 
and erected Fort Brown and April 
26 Gen. Arista raaebad Matamoras 
on the opposite side of the river. 

The Mexicans opened hostilities hy 
crossing the river and attacking a 
company of Americans, killing K> 
and eai^uring the rest. Taylor ap- 
parently retn at, (1 and 6,000 Mexi- 
cans crossed the river to Palo Alto. 
Taylor returned with 2,000 men May 
8 and defeated the Mexicans, who 
lost 100 men. Four Americans were 
killed and 10 wounded. The Me.xi- 
cans were driven back to Resaca de 
la Palffla, where they made-a atand, 
but were routed and driven acra<« 
the river. War was declared May 
11 and Gen. Scott was made com- 
mander-in-chief. Gen. Taylor in ten 
days captured Matamoraa and in 
September advanced with GOO men 
on Monterey held by 10,000 nr»en. 
which was captured Sept. 21. At 
this juncture Gen. Santa Anna be- 
came president of Mexico and took 
the field with 20,000 men. Gen. Worth 
moved South and captured Saltillo 
and Gen. Patterson took Vietoria 
Capt. Conner, of the navy, had cap- 
tured Tampico when Gen. Scott ar- 
rri\e(i. Gen. Kearney in the mean- 
while had conquered New Mexico 
and California, then Mexican terri- 
tory, aided by Kit Carson. Kearney 
then marched South and captured 
Chihuahua by Nov. 28. Gen. Scott 
had left Taylor with only 4.800 men 
and Santa Anna attempted to crash 
him at Beuna Vista, near Saltillo, 
Feb. 23, 1847. A great battle was 
foughtand Kentucky and Mississippi 
troops saved the day.
